Fruit Growing in Illinois 


In 19 19 there were In Illinois 7,370,- 
283 fruit and nut tree' of bearing age. 
One hundred forty thousand two hun­ 
dred forty -one farms out of the 237,- 
181 farms of the state reported the 
growing of some orchard fruits. The 
value of the fruit crop of Illinois In 
19 19 was $11,842,29 0. 
In total y ield 
of fruits 
the 
state 
ranked 
ninth 
among the 48 states. Of thr 7.370,283 
trees of bearing age 5,113.063 were 
apples, 1,100.325 were peaches. 435,- 
707 were pears, and 536,458 were 
cherries. 
In addition to the number 
of bearing trees there \vere also in 
Illinois in 19 19 , 3,111.211 trees not 
y et of bearing age, of which 1,825,886 
were apples, 839 ,712 were peaches, 
148,810 were pears, and 217,124 were 
cherries. 
As indicated by the statistics pre­ 
sented In the paragraph ubove, home 
orchards and fruit gardens are widely 
distributed 
over 
the 
entire 
state, 
about GO per cent of the farms report­ 
ing some fruit trees. 
Commercially , 
however, fruit growing has reached 
its highest development in the south­ 
ern half of the state where large 
areas of cheap land and a somewhat 
more favorable climate have com­ 
bined to encourage the industry . Pro­ 
duction centers around three principal 
locations. The unglaciated hill region 
at the extreme south end of the state 
where a spur of the Ozarks provides 
excellent orchard sites in which are 
included 
Union, 
Johnson, 
Jackson, 
Williamson and adjoining parts of 
other counties; the gray silt loam sec­ 
tion ly ing between latitude 38 degrees 
and 39 degrees 5 minutes north, 
and centering about In the counties on 
a line east of St. Louis of which 
Marion, Clay and Jasper counties 
were the largest producers in 19 19 ; 
and finally in a group of counties 
centering in and about the junction of 
the Illinois and 
Mississippi rivers 
with Calhoun, Pike, and Adams coun­ 
ties as the leading producers. Among 
the relatively northern counties 
In

Is rapidly passing out of Illinois. 
Peaches are most largely grown in 
Union and adjoining parts of the 
neighboring counties at the extreme 
south end of the state. 
There the 
high local elevations afford relatively 
frost-free locations and the compara­ 
tively mild winters render winter In­ 
jury to wood and buds iess frequent 
than in the north part of the state. 
Marion county is the center of anoth­ 
er important peach-growing district, a

leads in pear production, the chief

cial variety , are shipped in a y ear. 
There are relatively few commer­ 
cial cherry orchards in the state but 
this fruit is widely grown in home 
orchards. 
V arieties 
of

ty pes 
thrive In all parts of Illinois, but 
sweet cherrits are almost uniformly 
a failure. 
The value of the small fruits in 
19 19 was $2,064,524. 
Sixteen and 
three-tenths per cent of all tin? farms 
in the state reported the production 
of some small fruits, 
(if the total 
production strawberries far outrank 
brambles and bush fruits though con­ 
siderable quantities of the latter are 
grown. 
The largest producing coun­ 
ties are Adams* Fay ette, Hancock, 
Macon, l'uluski, Tazewell and Union. 
• (jrapes are grown on 81,4 
14 Illinois 
farms. 
The total production in 19 19 
was valued at $620344. Illinois grape 
growing at the present is largely a 
home industry with but two important 
market centers. One ot these is lo­ 
cated in the region about Nauvoo in 
Hancock county on the Mississippi 
river, and the second in he neighbor­ 
hood of St. Louis in Madison county . 
Illinois fruit growing is character­ 
ized more sharply by the line of 
demarcation between commercial and 
home fruit growing than by any other 
special characteristic. 
The home or­ 
chard is generally neglected and a 
comparison of the number of bearing 
fruit trees in 19 20 with the number of 
bearing fruit trees in 19 10 shows that 
the loss has been enormous, practically 
50 per cent, whereas the production 
and valuation of the crop has consid­ 
erably Increased. 
The reduction in 
the number of bearing trees is trace­ 
able principally to the death and re­ 
moval of neglected trees in farm or­ 
chards. 
The increased production is 
due practically entirely to more in­ 
tensive culture and care in the com­ 
mercial orchards. The commercial or­ 
chards of Illinois are characterized 
by their large size and a highly de- 
y eioped 
their care 
and management from the business 
standpoint. 
As suggested by the high develop­ 
ment of spray ing Illinois orcharding 
is carried on under conditions highly 
favorable to serious insect pests aud 
fungus diseases, chief aiming which 
are apple scab, apple blotch, fire 
blight, brown rot. codling moth, plum 
curculio and San Jose scale. 
The 
leading 
organization 
repre­ 
sentative of fruit growing in Illinois 
is the Illinois State Horticultural so­ 
ciety 
which, 
though 
covering 
all 
fields of horticulture is somewhat 
peculiarly 
representative 
of 
the 
potnological interests of 
the 
state. 
This society , which receives a small 
amount 
of state support, publishes 
an annual report of unusual Interest 
and value and serves as a center for 
organized voicing of the horticultural 
interests of the state. 
The Illinois State Horticultural so­ 
ciety fathers three secondary socie­ 
ties, Fie Northern Illinois Horticul­ 
tural 
society , 
the 
Central 
Illinois 
Horticultural society and the South­ 
ern Horticultural society , 
each or­ 
ganization working within 
its own 
sphere and holding ar annual meet­ 
ing separately from the others. 
On 
the west side of the state the Missis­ 
sippi Valley Fruit Growers’ associa­ 
tion, made up of fruit growers of 
both Illinois and Missouri, is a so­ 
ciety of long standing, and on the 
eastern side of the state the Eastern 
Illinois Fruit Growers’ association af­ 
fords on opportunity for organized 
effort and co-operation among the 
fruit growers there. 
A leading center of influence in the 
pomologies! Industry of Illinois is the 
department of horticulture rt the 
University of Illinois. 
This depart­ 
ment, through its long continued ex­ 
periments on spray ing, and on the 
cultural 
practices 
underly ing 
suc­ 
cessful fruk growing, and through 
its instructional work in 
the class 
room and throughout the state, has 
greatly furthered the prosperity v f 
fruit-growing industries of the state. 


Farm W ater Supply Storage 


There are three factors on which 
the storage of farm water supply de­ 
pends. 
First, the requirements of the 
individual farmer as to quantity of 
water needed for household use as 
well as for sn>ck; second, the kind of 
power available for pumping water; 
and third, local conditions. 
The quantity of water that is neces­ 
sary to store depends on the kind of 
power as well as the actual needs 
of the farm. 
In estimating the quan­ 
tity of water needed it is alway s de­ 
sirable to allow for greater use of wa- 
ter after the sy stem is installed. 
Twenty -five or thirty gallons of water 
per person per day Is not too much 
when considering the matter of stor­ 
age and even more than this is used 
In many homes. 
As to the effect of 
power on storage, where man power is 
used for pumping, a day ’s supply 
should be sufficient; where gas engim* 
is used it is not desirable to operate 
the engine each day . so several day s’ 
supply should be provided; where 
a 
windmill is used It is often necessary 
to have a supply large enough to take

became a “journey man.” On assuming 
control of a pharmacy as a proprietor, 
he was required to pass a supplemen­ 
tary examination. 
Pharmacy in America during the Sev­ 
enteenth century was largely based on 
English usages modified by practices 
derived from the Indians. 
In Massa­ 
chusetts, a great many clergy men prac­ 
ticed pharmacy for a means of liveli­ 
hood, while preaching. 
Indians and 
old women also practiced it. 
The 
witchcraft epidemic brought the prac­ 
titioners of pharmacy into suspiciou 
as selling poisons for spells.

The education of the pharm acist at 
lids time was largely based on his 
trade experience, although some knowl­ 
edge of Latin was required. 
The ap­ 
prenticeship lasted from five to six 
years, and at the end of that time he 
became a “journeym an.” Un assuming 
control of a pharmacy as a proprietor, 
he was required to pass a supplemen­ 
tary examination. 
Pharm acy in -America during the Sev­ 
enteenth century was largely based on 
English usages modified by practices 
derived from the Indians. 
In Massa­ 
chusetts, a great many clergymen prat* 
ticed pharm acy for a means of liveli­ 
hood, while preaching. 
Indians and 
old 
women 
also practiced 
it. 
Tho 
w itchcraft epidemic brought the prac­ 
titioners of pharm acy into suspicion 
bs selling poisons for spells.

Farm W ater Supply Storage 
| care of a period of ten days or two 
i w e e k s; and where electric power is 
There are three factors on which 
the storage of farm w ater supply de­ 
pends. 
First, the requirem ents of the 
individual farm er as to quantity of 
w ater needed for household use as 
well as for s vock; second, the kind of 
power available for pumping w a te r; 
and third, local conditions. 
The quantity of w ater that is neces­ 
sary to store depends on the kind of 
power as well as the actual needs 
of the farm. 
In estim ating the quan­ 
tity of w ater needed it is always de­ 
sirable to allow for greater use of w a­ 
ter 
a tte r 
the 
system 
is 
installed. 
Twenty-five or thirty gallons of w ater 
per person per day is not too much 
when considering the m atter of stor­ 
age and even more than this is used 
In m any homes. 
As to the effect of 
power on storage, w here man power is 
used 
for pumping, a 
day’s 
supp1> 
should be sufficient; w here gas engim* 
is used it is not desirable to operate 
the engine each day, so several days’ 
supply should be p rovided; w here a 
windmill is used it Is often necessary 
to have a supply large enough to take 


available, a relatively small tank can 
bn used with the air-pressure system, 
and utilize the autom atic control so 
that as soon as the pressure drops the 
pump will sta rt and the supply can 
be maintained. 
Many farm ers overlook the fact that 
H e ir local conditions m ake the gravity 
system almost ideal. 
W here there is 
a high point nearby, the gravity tank 
can be installed at a minimum ex­ 
pense, 
and 
there is practically 
no 
equipment to- get out of order.
